Dillon, 
THE ORANGEMEN. 

The abusive communications which led to 
the resignation of Grand Master Austin of the 
Orange lodges in England are ascribed to the 
unwillingness of the late grand master to 
turn the Orange Society into what would 
virtually be a military organization. It is 
known that in Ireland the Orange lodges are 
drilled as military bodies and form a secret 
militia with the partly concealed purpose of 
making armed resistance to Irish home rule, 
should it be established.

AN ENGLISHMAN’S VIEWS. 

LonpDoN, Oct. 28.—The Chronicle has a long 
jetter from Moscow, in which the writer 
paints in vivid colors the ‘‘bigotry’’ and 
**hypocrisy’’ of the Russians on the Jewish 
question. He declares that the question in- 
volved is of a wholly economic character: 
»The Jew, he says, thrives in Russia be- 
cause he is the only thrifty member of an im- 
provident people. The government vacilla- 
tion is due to the urgent demands of 
Ohristian creditors to let the Jews remain till 
they have paid their debts. On the other 
hand, the government imagines that if the 
country is rid of Jews, the peasantry will be 
able to escape the payment of loans, and will 
be in a position to satisfy the tax-gather- 
ers.’ 

CROWDING INTO GERMANY. 

The Times’ Berlin dispatch says: Germany 
is pestered with pauper Russians of Jewish 
and other denominations. Ninety-five more 
returned here from Bremen yesterday in a 
starving condition, having been refused 
passage to Brazil, and were sent to the work- 
house. Many others are arriving in small 
parties in the same destitute condition, ow- 
ing to the famine in Russia. 


THE CHINESE REVOLT. 


AN EFFORT TO OVERTURN THE TARTAR DYNASTY 
—SQUEEZING THE PEOPLE. 

Loxpox, Oct. 23.—A morning paper to-aay 
prints a letter from Che Foo, China, which 
says that the recent disorders meant in real- 
ity the incubation of a revolution against the 
Tartar dynasty. Continuing, the letter says 
that the Chinese Officials, high and low, have 
been squeezing the people worse than ever, 
and the royal coffers are still denuded. 
Fresh taxes are being imposed and money is 
being extorted everywhere throughout the 
country. 

A dispatch from Shanghai says the Chinese 
Government, in view of threatening condi- 
tion of its foreign relations, especially with 
Kussta, is anxious to procure English officers 
of experience for subordinate commands. 
This, it is believed, will be difficult in conse- 
quence of bad treatment accorded to Capt. 
Lang, who, after building up the navy to 
considerable efficiency, was driven into re- 
signing. The Chinese Government then de- 
clared that it never again would intrust any 
part of the army to a foreigner, and it is hard 
to find a foreign naval officer willing to serve 
under the Chinese. 


WHERE GERMANY STANDS. ' 

BERLIN, Oct. 23.—There is no truth in the 
statement that Germany will take the lead in 
putting into operation a common plan of 
action onthe part of the European powers 
against China. A proposition is, however, 
mooted that the German Minister at Pekin, 
as Doyen of the diplomatic corps, shall take 
supreme control of the foreign interests 
during the present crisis, 


PAUPERS IN GERMANY. 


BERLIN CROWDED WITH DESTITUTE STRANGERS 
—NEW YORK WINS. 


BERLIN, Oct. 23.—Th3 armingof the police 
with carbines which virtually converts them 
intoa regular soldiery, is due to the great 
apprehension felt by the authorities that 
winter will be attended with great suffering 
among the poor, and perhaps by consequent 
disturbances. Berlin is thronged with 
strangers seeking employment. These in- 
clude large numbers of Russian and Polish 
Jews, the former a decidedly superior class 
to the latter, and also Germans and others 
who have joined in the hegira from Russia. 
There is not work enough for the resident 
population, and numbers of the new Comers 
are going about the streets begging. The

A DASTARDLY DEED. 


Unknown Persons Attempt to: Wreck a 
Passenger Train in England. 


FISH PLATES AND IRON CHAIRS PLACED 
ACROSS THE RAILS 


The Engine Greatly Damaged-—Postpone- 
ment of Executions Set for To-Day— 
The Louisiana National Bank Defalca- 
tion—Murder and Suic .e~—Beai im and 
Robbed. 


Lonpon, Oct. 28.—On Wednesday last the 
traveling world of England was startied and 
justly indignant at a dastardly attempt to 
Wreck an express train on the Great Western 
Railroad near Reading, by placing a number 
of sleepers across the rails. Luckily the 
engineer saw the obstruction in time, put 
down the brakes, and the engine plowed 
through the obstruction without leaving the 
rails. The feeling of horror and indignation 
which this attempt created was still being 
openly expressed in the newspapers and 
elsewhere, when at about noon to- 
day an attempt was made near 
Croydon to wreck the Eastbourne express 
train. The rascals who planned this outrage 
placed a quantity ef fish plates and iron 
chains across the rails in front of the express. 
As in the Reading attempt the engineer of the 
Eastbourne express caught sight of the ob- 
struction in time to‘‘down brakes,’’ ana 
though his engine ran into the pile of iron in- 
tended to wreck it, the train went through it 
and kept therails. The engine, however, 
was greatly damaged, though a serious 
calamity was averted. The Criminal In- 
vestigation Department of Scotland Yard has 
been asked to assist the railroad authorities 
in makinga thorough investigation of the 
Reading and Croydon outrages. 


A BIG SHORTAGE, 


THE LOUISIANA NATIONAL BANK ROBBED BY ITS 
PAYING-TELLER. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 23.—A sensation 
has been created in banking and commercial 
circles yesterday by the discovery that E. F. 
Garcia, the paying teller of the Louisiana 
National Bank, was short in hig accounts toa 
large amount. Garcia was called upon for an 
explanation and admitted the shortage. In 
the investigation which followed it was 
found that the sum total ot the defalcation 
extended over a period of fifteen years and 
amounted to $190,000. This large sum created 
as much surprise as the discovery of the 
shortage, for the defaulting teller was a mod- 
erate liver with a small and inexpensive fam- 
flyand with no bad habits. How he man- 
Aged to dispose of so great a sum is a mys- 


that it was done ina long series of years by 
over- paying checks presented to him for pay- 
ment. Mr. Garcia said that he first discov- 
ered a shortage of $5,000 in his cash over fifteen 
years ago, but had managed to conceal the 


fact from other officers and the bank exam- 
iners in the hope that he would be able to 
make good the amount. As year after year 

assed by he found the shortage growing 
arger, but by adroitly manipulating the 
largest packages of money and getting them 
accepted as sO much cash he succeeded in 
concealing the shortage. The discovery was 
made two or three days ago by the counting 
of one of the wy labeled $1,000 Wich 
had been paid to another bank. t was 
found to contain a hundred-doilar note and 
nine one dollar bills. The fact was tele- 
phoned to the New Orleans National Bank 
and dan 8 set on foot. Then de- 
veloped the fact that a large number of pack - 
ages labeled $1,000 really contained much less 
than that amount. 

A meeting of the clearing house was called 
and the facts laid before the members. The 
capital was unimpaired and the surplus of 
$150,000 still existed. As the newsof the de- 
faication might cause a run on the bank to- 
day it was decided to cowe to its aid and the 
Louisiana National Bank was authorized to 
draw upon the clearing house for $3,000,000 if 
necessary. The strong position of the bank 
and the atopy taken to prevent a possible run 
will probab y prevent weer es likea panick 
feeling, and it is doubtful if the bank wiil 
have to call upon the clearing house for the 
tendered amount, 

The bank officials have further provided 
against a possible run by drawing on Its re- 
sources and have on hand in cash or its equiv- 
alent about $1,300,000. The total deposits are 
38,847,467. 26.

lands notice that on Monday, Nov. 2, 1891, all 
lands in your district under with- 
drawals heretofore made and held 
for indemnity purposes for the benefit 
of the Chicago, st. Paul, Minneapolig 
&Omaha Rauroad Co. will be restored to 
settlement and entry, said lands being the 
same referred to in the letter of my prede- 
cessor, dated Jan.8, 1991. In connection with 
the notice you will announce that no person 
will be recognized as acquiring any 
claim or right to any of said lands 
who seeks to secure or perfect the 
same by means of force threats or 
intimidation. You will, for goneral informa- 
tion republish as a part of such notice 
te List of said lands heretofore 
published, conforming to insiructions 
heretofore given in so far as such instruc- 
tions are consistent and harmonious with 
these directions. The first publication in 
both the weekly and daily paper should be 
made not later than Saturday, the 24th inst. 
In pursuance of an order issued by Secre- 
tary Noble notice was given, eneing April 17, 
1891, opening these lands to settlement, to be 
made on and after April 18, 1891. Two days 
previous to this date, however, it 
was reported to the Secretary by 
numerous persons that the local 
authorities were unable or disinclined to 
maintain order at the Land Office at Ashiand 
for the reason that a large crowd had sur 
rounded the office, bearing arms and threat- 
ening violence to all new comers.

The Federal Grand-jury now in session is 
gaidto have had evidence submitted for its 
consideration showing that F. G. Niedring- 
haus, President of the St. Louis Stamping 
Co., had lated the alien contract labor 
law in his importation of Welsh tin-plate 
workmen for his tin- plate plant in this city. 
Acting upon this evidence, it is said, 
the Grand-jury will take up the 
case presented against Mr. Niedringhaus and 
investigate the circumstances surrounding 
his employment of the handful of Welshmen 
whose advent into this couutry was made a 
matter e national interest by the labor and 
capital controversy preceding it. It was also 
ald that the Grand-jury investigation was 
being brought about somewhat in opposition 
to the views of United States District Attor- 
mney Reynolds, and that the District 
Attorney had, in fact, discoyntenanced 
such an investigation when the evidence 
suggesting it was first brought before the 
Federal grand inquisition. The probability 
of such investigatiob of the famous ‘‘Welsn 
tin-plate dippers’’’ entry into American 

la dor circles immediately caused lively com- 
ment, and the chances of a conviction against 
the Niedringhaus company under the alien 
contract labor law was widely discussed, 
THE BONE OF CONTENTION. 

The Welsh workmen arrived in St. Louis only 
quite recently and were generally believed 
to have come from their native country under 
formal contract with the St. Louis een ¢ el

In answer to their protest 
the St. Louis Stamping Co. in 
serted an advertisement in many of the 
leading newspapers of this country, offering 
‘ double wages to American tin-piate rollers 
and dippers. At last accounts Mr. ee F 
haus was asserting vehemently that the ad- 
‘ Yertisement in question brought him no 
skilled American labor, and the appearance 
of the Welsh workmen in St. Louis was the 
succeeding development in the case. The 
Grand-jury investigation of the conditions 
under which they were brought to this 
-fountry now promises to supply the next 

chapter. 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY REYNOLDS SEEN. 

District Attorney Reynolds was seen this 
morning and asked if the Grand-jury had 
taken up the Niedringhaus foreign labor 


charges.

and who hoped thereby to throw obstacles 
in the way of the project.

Tue Circuit Court of Appeal has just ren- 
dered an opinion sustaining the opinion of 
Judge Fagen in the Edgar alien labor case, 
ani this will have the effect of greatly dis- 
couraging the prosecution of such cases. The 
difcuity of proving the existence of a con- 
tract is the great obstacle in the way of 
securing a conviction in such cases.

Secretary of the Whisky Trust, for an alleged 
attempt to blow up the Shuffelat distillery 
and commit arson last spring.

The Pope Too Headstrong to Brook the 
Present State of Affairs—He Will Await 
Replies From the Papal Nunocios~Fa- 
ther Phelan Oontributes to the Dis- 
cussion of the Matter. 


RoME, Oct. 23.—A high dignitary of the 
Catholic Church who is closely associated 
with Leo XIII., and who is wnaquestion- 
ably able to speak with author- 
ity concerning all matters affecting - the 
Vatican, in aninterview with a press cor- 
respondent makes an interesting contribu- 
tion to rumors current as to the cause of the 
outbreak against the French pul- 
grims. Commenting upon the Sstate- 
ment cabled some days ago that officials 
of the Interior Department were 
responsible for the outrages 
said the attack on the 
pilgrims was favored by the public because 
they saw in the toast of Cardinal Lavi- 
gerie to the French naval officers 
and in the demonstrations at Cronstadt in 
honor of the French fleet a double 
blow at Italy on the part on 
France, He also said that official 
Italy was prepared to go to any extreme 
rather than conform to the new situation.

News From Honolulu Anxiously Awaited 
at San Francisco. 


IMPORTANT EVENTS MAY FOLLOW THE 
DEATH OF THE QUEEN. 


Howthe People Regard the Project of An- 
nexation—Victoria Kaiulani Heir to the 
Throne—What Her Father, Minister 
Cleghorn, Has to Say of Affairs on the 
Island. sia 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 28.—The arrival 
of a steamer from Honolulu on Monday next 
is anxiously awaited, as news of greatest im- 
portance is expected from the island. Infor- 
mation received by the last steamer was to 
the effect that serious politicah complications 
had arisen. That the Queen of Hawali has 
been dangerously ill has been strenuously 
denied by J. S. Cleghorn, father of the heir 
apparent, and others, but these denials are 
lookedupon as simply a shrewd move of 
adroit politicians. Dr. W. H. Betts, a prom- 
nent physician of Denver, who recently re- 
turned, from a visit to Honolula, ina long 
interview makes the following comments on 
Hawalian affairs: 

The people are in a state of unrest at the 
islands, owing to political complications. 

**Did you see the Queen?’’ 

No; the Queen was sick, although the re- 
port of her illness was contradicted here. 
Shd&was not only ill, but dangerousty so. 
„Did you visit any other portion of the 
island except Honolulu?“ 

No. I was forced to shorten my visit con- 
siderably, and besides there was an uncom- 
fortable amount of revolutionary talk there, 
and I was not at all anxious to see any red- 
handed carnage just then. The English and 
American men-of-war were holding them- 
selves in readiness toact promptly upon the 
first symptoms of any serious outbreak. 
SENTIMENT ON THE ISLANDS. 
In the course of his conversation the Doctor 
said thatthere arethree classes of persons 
who may be styled the politieal people of the 
islands—the Hawallans (including  half- 
castes), the whites (including the Portuguese 
immigrants; now numerous, especially near 
Honolulu), and the mixed population of Chi- 
nese, Japanese and South Sea Islanders. 
These last have little to do with 
any purely political aspects of the Hawalian 
guestion. As to the native inhabitants, it 
may be said that they are, almost to a man, 
bitterly opposed to foreign influence—far 
more to foreign rule. An American protect- 
orate and American occupation, any plan of 
annexation would meet with a most deter- 
mined opposition. By force of arms the 
Hawalians could, of course, do nothing;{they 
trust to our justiceand our friendship that 
we shall never molest them. 
There exists in the hearts of Hawallans a 
hatred of all foreigners. 
The Portuguese population—sdme 12,000 ot u 
ofthe total of 20,000 foreigners—are uncer- 
tain in their opinions. Labor questions and 
local issues appeal most strongly to them. 
The Britons and the Americans, numbering 
each some 3,000 souls,are the people in whose | 
hands the destinies of the islands doubtless 
lie. They possessthe wealth and the politi- 
cal intelligence; it is their voice which is

Ifa 
board of three regents were appointed, Min- 
ee Oleghorn would, of course, be one of 
them.

A League Club Asking for Admission— 
Columbus Will Be Dropped. 
Cuicaco, III., Oct. 23.—Unless something 
unexpected happens before night the Amer!i- 
can Base Ball Association will next season 
comprise a circuit of buteight cities. These 
will be Philadelphig, Baltimore, Washington, 


Boston, Milwaukee, Louisville, St. ; Louis and 
Chicago. The board went into executive 
session shortly after 10 o’clock. with all the 
above clubs, together with Columbus, repre- 
sented.

REMAREARLE CAREER OF AN EDUCATED 
ENGLISHMAN 


With a Passion for Other Men's Clothes— 
Sixty Suits Stolen in Six Weeks—The 
Story of Benjamin C. Hoomes, A. B., 
of London—What a Search of His New 
York Den Revealed. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—The most adroit thief 
that has fallen into the hands of the New 
York police in many a day is Benjamin C. 
Hoomes of London, England. According to 
his own confession, he has robbed twenty- 
five lodging houses in six weeks. Twenty 
suits of clothes were found in his rooms, and 
pawntickets for forty more were taken from 
him. He says he often met face to face per- 
sons from whom he had stolen the clothes he 
wore. One night he went tothe theater ina 
dress suit. He walked outtothe street next 
to the owner. 

Mr. Hoomes ts no ordinary thief. He claims 
to be a gentleman by birth and a Bachelor of 
Arts, having received his degree from one of 
England’s most famed universities. His out- 
ward appearance is all in support of his 
claim. He has traveled everywhere and 
speaks many languages. 

In appearance he is of medium height, 
slender and well proportioned. His manner 
is polished and scholarly. His eyes are big 
and dark and seemto beam with honesty. 
His manner is charming. His fund of infor- 
mation is endless. He can talk about Africa 
ud South America like a native and in the 
languages of the different countries, too. His 
tastes are luxurious and literary. His ‘‘den’’ 
indicates this. Huge piles of manuscript, 
books in many languages, music with his 
name printed on the cover as composer, are 
scattered about the rooms, on shelves, tables 
and on the plano. 

HOW HE WORKED HIS SCHEME. 

He had a permanent home from which he 
carried on his daring business of house-thief. 
He selected the house of Mrs. Stewart, No. 
238 West Thirty-seventh street, forthis pur- 
pose. Eighteen weeks ago he called on Mrs.

THE CHICAGO WORLD'S FAIR. 


Report of the English Commissioners to 
the Royal Commission. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—There was published to- 
day the elaborate report of Sir Henry Wood 
and Mr. James Dredge, the British commis- 
sioners who recently returned to this city 
after visiting Chicagoand making inquiries 
inregardto the steps which Great Britain 
couldand mighttake in making a suitable 
exhibit at the Columbian Fair in 1893. 
This report was presented to the Royal 


Commission on Wednesday last. Sir Richard 
Webster, the Attorney General, presided at 
this meeting, at which Sir Phillip Cunliffe 
Owen, Sir Frederick Abeel, Sir George Bird- 
wood and other distinguished members of 
The reports 


the commission were present. 
consist of fifteen printed panes, to which is 
attached an appendix of several maps. It 
carefully reviews each step taken by the 


commissioners in the United States 
and is full of valuable statis- 
tics as to space, transportation, etc. 


Among other things the report recommends 
the erection of a handsome building on the 
site provided for Great Britain, and says that 
it is certain that the juries intrusted with the 
tasks of making the awards will be inter- 
national In all groups containing foreign ex- 
hibits. The report also commends the man- 
agers and President Harrison and Secretary 
Foster and all of the Exposition officials 
whom the British Commlssioners met and who 
they say granted all the requests made on 
behalf of Great Britain. The British Com 
missioners, it appears, were much impressed 
with the manner in which the important 
work at Chicago has been undertaken and 
they say thatthereis no doubt whatever of 
the ultimate success.of the Fair. The com- 
missioners, among their conclusions arrived 
at, say: é 
We also believe that our visit was ofsome assist 
ance to the sxecutive, as it was a part of our duty to 
piace all the information whic 
— fad given us fully and wholly at their dis 
posal, 
Referring to the designs for the fair, the 
commissioners remarked: 
80 far as we could judge, great skill and boldness 
characterize the general engineering designs, which 
re been prepared by the construction depart- 
ment.’’ ’

Perils Encountered by the Russell Party 
in Northern Wilds. 


FAILURE OF THE ATTEMPT TO SCALE 
MOUNT Sr. ELIAS. 


Six Weeks Among the Snous and Ice of 
the Mountain Side—A Scene of Utter 
Desolation Presented to the Explorers 
—Peaks in the Range Discovered and 
Named. 


SEATTLE, Oct. 8. — The complete history of 
Prof. Israel C. Russell’s expedition to Alaska 
will not be printed until some time after the 
arrival of the Professorat Washington. But 
something of the perils encountered and the 
researches made in Alaskan wilds hasal 

ready been obtainea from members ofthe 
party who are residents of this State. It will 
be remembered that Russell took with him J. 
H. Crumback, Thomas P. Stamy, Thomas 


this State—men whohad done considerable 
exploring in Olympia—and Frank G. Warner 
of Hartford, Conn. The first four had accom- 
panied the previous expedition. 

They reached Icy Bay, and when they at- 
te mpted landing on June 6 the waves were so 
high that one boat was swamped,and Moore, 
with Liéut. Robinson and four members of 
the Bear’s crew, were lost. With the excep, 
tion of this mishap all has gone well, and 
very one has been in good bealth. Some 
of the provisions and instruments went down 
with the ill-fated boat, but mostof them 
were washed ashore later. The surf was so 
high that it took three days to make a land. 
ing. 

Having reached the shore,the party started 
for the northern side of Mount St. Elias. One 
day’s marching brought them to the snow 
line. Fortwo months following they spent 
their time in the snow andice, and for at 
least thirty nights they slept in the snow. 

The rest of the time they found beds on the 
rocks of glacial moraines. Their clothing 
was woolen, and they were often drenchedto 
the skin and slept without change of gar- 
ments. Yetinspite ofall that they never 
caught cold, Their food was carried in fifty 
pound cases. An oli stove was used above 
the line of vegetation.
